Cleaning Up The Harbour 


The major contribution by the Region to the implementation 
of the Remedial Action Plan for Hamilton Harbour is_ the 
construction of combined sewer overflow tanks. At a total cost of 
$17 million, three of these tanks have already been built. When 
there is a large storm, these tanks intercept and hold sewage and rain 
water. What used to go straight into the Harbour during a storm is 
now held and treated later. At a cost of $25 million, a fourth, and 
the largest overflow tank, is being built to intercept sewage overflow 
to Cootes Paradise. This tank which will be completely 


underground, will be approximately 8 stories deep and cover an area 
equal to two hockey rinks. The cost of the project is being shared 
between the Regional, Provincial, and Federal Governments. On 
October 18, 1994 Regional Council approved hiring a consultant to 
begin design on a fifth tank, to be located in Hamilton's Eastport 
Park. The estimated cost of this tank is $11 million.
